Implicit Bias Training

The Columbia Police Department should continue implicit bias training and begin small,
inter-racial focus groups to talk about Columbia’s race history as part of broader anti-
racist training.

Additional Vehicle Stop Data Capture

Recommend that the Columbia Police Chief authorize adding a box to the vehicle stop
module indicating if a driver or passenger was handcuffed but not arrested during a

traffic stop.
